HEN was laſt winter in Dublin I met 
with a Latin Poem in old Monkiſh rhymes 
intituled Phæbus Noctivagatorzſeu Herma- 
pbrodrtus, which was publiſh'd there in 1728. The 
Author, Mr. Fredrick Scheffer, is a Swede, or, as 
ſme ſay, a native of, Lapland. He came into Ire, 
land ( as I am inform'd by my Bookſeller ) in the 
Reign of his Grace the Duke of Gn, in order 
to recover a ſum of money due to him for a freight 
of copper. But as this happened very unluckily for 
him at a time when the whole Nation had conceiv d 
an inſuperable averſion to that metal, and could 
not be perſwaded to revere even the image and ſu. 
perſcription of Ceſar, if impreſs'd upon copper, our 
author found himſelf engaged in great difficulties, 
and was obliged to proſecute a long expenſive law. 
ſuit, before he could obtain an order for the pay- 
ment of his money. This was the labour of ſome 
years, during which time Mr. Shefer, at his leiſure 
hours, ſtudied the conſtitution of our government, 
the cuſtoms and manners of our people, and acquir d 
2 competant kill in the ngliſb language. In his 
Preface he has hinted the motives which induc'd 
him to write the following Poem. But whatever was

writers, gc. I will not preſume to defend Mr E: 
_ Schefer's verſification, which I perceive has given anc 
great offence to ſome modern Critics and others the 
who ſet up for claſſical writers, as he himſelf ſeem Bu 
to apprehend it would do. Yet allow me to ſay tha 
that in this reſpect he has wholly conform'd to the res 
genious of his own country, where no poems, whe] per 
ther written in a living or dead language, are in any ha 
reputation it rhyme is wanting; and a LaplanderſW Ad 
Cannot find any harmony in the numbers of Virgi Me 
Another objection, as I have heard, has been made t ver 
the characters and perſons which our Author has in for 
troduc'd as being far beneath the dignity of an Epic fon 
Poem, and only fit to appear in a Dutch Muſic-houſe 
or a Smithfield Proll. Myras the principal Hero or 
Heroine (for ſhe was both a Man and a Woman) from 
whom the Poet has denominated his work, is repre- 
ſented as a deform'd old Hag, poſſeſsd of all the vices 
and ill qualities that can poſſibly enter into the com- 
poſition of an Human creature. The Picture of the 
witch Ter ſj in Spencer is ſcarce more ſhocking than 
the Deſcription of Scheffer's Hermaphrodite. Even 
ISAars and Volcan, the two Gods, to whom our Au— 
thor addreſſes his Invocation, and whoſe great Deed: 
he labours to record, preſently ſink the Reader's 
eſtcem, and at length appear as infamous as any of 
the loweſt order of Mortals. But to this it may be 
anſwered, that Praiſe is not always to be reſtrain'd 


to the Virruous, the Wiſe or the Brave. Tyrants ' * 
and Fools have had their Poets and Panegyriſts, their W A, 
real or pretended Admirers: and the Beft and Wit. I den 


tieſt men have ſometimes employ'd their talents in ce · I res. 
lebrating the Actions of the very Worſt. Don fer; 
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Quixote was a Madman, Sir Hudibras was a Coward 
and a Kna ve, and the Devil himſelf is the Hero of 
the beſt Poem that is extant in the Zngl/ſb tongue. 
But if the Author has his faults, it muſt be confeſsd 
that he has likewiſe many excellencies. His deſignis 
regular, jutt, and uniform. He has obſerve'd a pra- 
per compaſs of time, the whole Action of the Poem 
having been accompliſh'd in forty eight hours. Hi 
Adventures are not out of nature or poſſibility. The 
Metamorphoſis of Myra is indeed a wonderful E- 
vent: and the Poet has called in a Goddeſs to per- 
form the Operation. Yetif credit may be given to 
ſome learned Hiſtoriansand Anatomiſts, even ſuch a 
Change may be wrought without the interpoſition 
ofa Deity, and is not uncommonly the effect of a na- 
tural cauſe. But I ſhall enlarge on this ſubject in 
my Annotations on the forth Book, where the man- 
ner of the old Matron's Transformation is particular- 
ly reported. I don't know whether it will be allow'd 
a5a proper commendation of our Author to ſay, that 
the Battle of Mars and Myra, which is the chief Ac- 
tion and Cataſtrophe of the Poem is related ſimply 
without any poetical ornament, or any one circum- 
ſtance or incident thrown in by the Author to em- 
belliſh his Narration. From hence ſome learned Cri. 
ticks have too haſtily concluded, that Mr. Scheffer 
has aim'd rather to be thought a faithful Hiſtorian 
than a good Poet. - | 3

has added nothing of his own, nor mingled Fiction 

with the true Hiſtory ; but he has drawn the Com- 

batants ſuch as they are, and has related the par. 

ticulars, of the Fight exactly as they happened; 

which were well known to us before Mr. Scheffer 

publifh'd his Poem. This honeſt Gentleman was re- 
ally afraid of being reputed too much a Poet, Mr. 

Meiſtein in his Preface to the Am/erdam Edition of 
our Author's works, gives us the ſame opinion, Her- 

maphroditi & Martius ducllum ſatis digne ſcripſit Schef- 

ferus. Haud quid autem commentus aſt de ſus ſen- 
tentid, nec carmini addidit pondus. Fidus bifloriole 
ſcriptor; timidus poeta, Stheffer has given us a rela- 
tion of a Duel which Mars fought with the Herma- 
phroclite; and he has told his tale well enough; but 
he has not added any circumſtances from his own in- 
vention, fo as by that means to adorn and give a 
weizht to his Song. He is a faithtul Hiſtorian, but 
a very timerous Poet. But with all due deference 
to the judgment of theſe Great Men, I do not con- 
ceive, that a good Hiſtorian and a good Poet are 
incompatible characters; or that the mighty War- 
rior needs any adventitious blazonry, and to be 
dreſsd up with falſe colurs, when the true hiſtory of 
his life and actions is ſufficient to create ſurprize and 
delizht in every Reader, IfI was diſpos'd to cele- 
brate King Arthur and the Knights of his table, or to 
exalt ſome other Worthies among his Royal Succel- 
ſors, I ſhould CIrtainly have recourſe to, the Inven- 
tion of my Muſe, both to form the Hero, and to fur- 
nith the Adventvres. But if I was to deſcribe _ 
| anaer 
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ander at Tyre, Ceſar at Alexia, or the late King of 
Sweden at Bender, I ſhould ſearce think I did any 
honour to the Heroes or to my ſelf, by involving the 
zreateſt deeds that ever were perform'd in Fiction 
and Fable. 2 | 
Thus much I have thought proper to ſay in be. 
half of my Author. On my own account I thall only 
add, that I have followed him ſtep by ſtep, and have 
endea vovred to render the exact ſenſe and meaning 
of this famous Gothic Poem. Indeed my Verſion is 
almoſt literal, as may immediately be diſcernd by 
comparing it with the Original. I have taken no 
other liberties, but only in the firſt place, to change 
Mr. Sheffer's Title which I could not poſſibly adapt 
to the voice of the Dublin Hawkers, on whoſe Ad- 
dreſs I moſt chiefly depend for a quick tale of my 
Book : and, ſecondly, to leave out ſome Unpolite 
Epithets and Expreſſions, which, however they 
might delight a Nortkern ear, would certainly give 
Offence to a fair Britiſp Reader. 
cannot conclude without acknowledging, that 
the Obſervations and Notes, with which I have illuſ- 
trated this Tranſlation, are partly extracted from 
the Comment of Ter- Oen, and the Critical Diſſerta- 
tions of Meſſieurs Cuper and Wetſtein, and partly 
compild from the private Memoirs and Informations 
which I have receiv'd from ſome intelligent Friends
